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P:ſcattoway River, and Derek and ſeveral other places, and 
came to a Friend's Houle beyond the River, where there were 
about two hundred people (ſome Friends, and: others) who 
were.come thither for Safety, and had fortified the Houfe very 
ſtrongly about for fear of theſe Bloody Indians, which had 
killed two of our Friends within three miles of that- place ; 
there we had ſeveral good Meetings, and the Preſence of the 
Lord was with us, and it was a time of great Diſtreſs, both 
Friends and others received our Teſtimony gladly ; for it was 
a needtul time ; and the Power of the Lerd was with us, and 
was our Support, for which we cannot but bleſs his Name 
whilſt we have a Being. Then we travailed again towards Bo- 
fton, and viſiting Friends all along, and fo came to Boftor _ 
where being in our Meeting, their Law being now publiſhed, 
the Conſtsble with others came forcibly and drave us out of our 
Meeting all along the Street, until they came to-the- Priſon, 
or Houſe of Correitzon, whereinto they thruſt us; butthe Lord 
was with us, and our Service there was great; for many peo- 
ple, both rich and poor, came tolook upon us, and ſome were 
convinced, it being a time of great Tribulation, their Hearts 
failed for fear, and God's Witnels was reached, Praiſes ta God 
forever :- And the third day of our Imprifonment they brought 
us down to- the Whipping-Poſt, but the Preſence of the Lord

Preach and Prophecy in his Name, andin his Name do wonder- 
ful things; andit is a great Wonder to all the World, who lies 
in Wickedneſs; and therefore the People periſh for want of 
Knowledge; for the Lord would have gathered you in this 
Day, as. he would have gathered Fer»ſalew inthe dayes of old, 
but they would not be gathered, and therefore they were left 
Deſolate : and the ſame is coming upon you, if youdo not ſpee-

wore long Robes,and loved to be called of men Maſters and that they 
lovedthe upper moſt Romes at Feafts,and greetings inthe Markets ; 
and further he ſaid, that By your Fruits your are known ;, and ſoit 
is this day : Wo unto you, faid he, for ye lay beavy Barthens upon 
the People, and ye ſhut the Kingdom of Heaven againſt men, ye 
neither onter #1 your ſelves, nor ſuffer others + Therefore ſaith 
Chriſt; Jeſus, Wo wnto you, And ifthou ask, how I know theſe 
things? I tell thee plainly.it is by the inviſible Light which ſhines 
inmy Heart, which manifeſts all things, as it is written in the 
Scriptures of Truth;and this Light. was in the beginning,&will be 
when all vifible things ſhall haye ag-end, to which thou ſhalt be 
turnedto give account of all thy Decds done in thy Body all thy
